HOW YOU MAY SERVE IN THE 
WAVES or SPARS 

(This is the third of a scries of "questions and answers'' 
published in behalf of the women in this area who are interested 
in joining the Navy's WANTS or Coast Guard SPARS.) 

Q. What are the physical requirements for admission to 
the WAVES or SPARS? 

•A You must pass a Navy physical examination to show 
you are in sound health, in addition to the examination given 
vou bv your own physician. Candidates must be at least 5 teet 
tall, weigh at least 95 pounds, with weight in proportion to your 
general body build. Your vision must be not less than 6/20 in 
the worse eye, with binocular vision for both eyes not less than 
12/20, meaning that you can read at 1 2 feet what a person with 
perfect eyes can read at 20 feet. Each eye must be correc ble 
with classes to 20/20. In addition, you must be able to distin- 
wish whbpcred words at 1 5 feet and have natural teeth ,n sound 
condition or satisfactory replacements. 

Q What educational requirements must 1 meet? 

a' You must have had at least two years of high school 
or business school. For some classifications, you must be a grad- 
uate of a high school or business school. 



In all cases, you must 



have a high standard or achievement in your own field. 

O Does that "achievement in your own field mean 1 
must have special training in order to be considered? 

A. No, you will be eligible regardless of whether or not 
you have had special training. But, naturally, any of a score 
of other related jobs will be valuable. 

Q. . What other general requirements are there for can- 

dldat A ? Applicants must be native-born Americans, or if not 
native born Tey or their parents must have naturalization pap- 
SSwriS roof of citizenship -ust be shown w en applying.

' The nutritional value of all grades is the same. The point 
value of all grades in the same sized can will be the same. For 
example, a number two can of tomatoes, whether of Grade A, B 
or C, will be worth the same number of points. 

The difference in the grades will be the price we pay as 
consumers for the hi gher grades.

Commissioners. 

Even Lower Merlon, a township 
which prides itself on baying an 



anti-noise ordinance under which 
loud crowing roosters might be 
banned, has received several re- 
quests for Information about chick- 
ens and rabbits. 

Burgess Richard L Miller of 
Narberth reported' three queries 
about chlokens at the meeting of 
Borough Council Monday night. 

One man, he informed Council, 
had even guaranteed there would 
be no roosters and even noisy hens 
would be thrown Into the pot. 
' Oeorge. B. Suplee, health officer, 
said that there were no local or- 



dinance under which people could 
be prevented from raising rabbits 
or chickens. 

Henry Frye, solicitor of the Bor- 
ough, said lt was the subject ot 
discussion at a recent boroughs' 
convention. He explained that the 
matter was being taken' up with the 
State Health Department so that 
the bars would be let down: on rais- 
ing chickens. 

In Haverford Townships commis- 
sioners expressed the opinion that 
any extensive raising would effect 
the Victory Gardens.

At the time Mrs Staley was brief- 
ly absent from home, returning 
about 2.30. to And her husband had 
of which he had been aware for 
several years, the inference being 
that he was on his way to answer 
the phone when the onset came. 

Thus ended a life which will be 
greviously missed, as Dr. Staley 
meant much to those who knew 
him and to those he served, a large 
legion, for his was a kindly way, 
an effective way, and no persuasion 
was ever needed to have him lend 
a hearty hand in doing the good 
things which should be done and 
many of which were achieved sole- 
ly on his own quiet initiative and 
with his own resources. 

Man of War himself, coming 
back as Major from the first World

WEEKLY NEWS LETTER 
To You Who Live and Buy in Narberth 

While point rationing of canned foods presents new prob- 
lems to consumers and grocers alike, evidence is that the pro- 
gram has been carefully prepared to make the adjustment as easy 
as possible. 

True, retailers will have the extra burden of collecting 
stamps as well as money for the rationed products. Shoppers 
for their part must grow accustomed to reckoning "point values" 
of purchases in addition to price. But the necessity of providing 
ample supplies for the armed forces, then making sure that 
everyone gets a fair share of civilian allotments, is widely recog- 
nized. 

The situation will become acute by this summer. Then, 
the draining of men for the armed forces; the beginning of op- 
erations, or swing into full production, of new war plants, and 
most important, the cultivation and harvesting of crops will 
create such a demand for help that some form of positive action 
may be necessary. 

To make the transition easier and explain the point ration- 
ing system, government agencies have invited the cooperation 
of advertisers. The Kellogg Company, for example, is sponsor- 
ing nationwide advertisements urging consumers to help make 
the program a success by observing the "golden rules of food ra- 
tioning" formulated by the OPA. 

Shop early, shop at longer intervals, prepare shopping lists 
at home and use plentiful, unrationed foods such as cereals, are 
among the suggestions expected to help prevent congestion in 
stores and maintain variety and nutritive values in the American 
diet.
